DEFENSE OFFERS 


FIRST EVIDENCE 


State Rests at Noon, in Trial of 


Fred Clevenger For Subornation 


of Perjury 


WILL GO TO JURY THURSDAY 


Plea of .General Denial That He 


Sought to Buy State Witness 


Expected of Defendant 


The defense started on the case 


this afternoon in the ^circuit court, 
in which Fred Clevenger is on trial 
for subornation of perjury, and the 
case is expected to end some time 
Thursday, which will be the fourth 
day of the trial. 


The state finished up •with their 


portion of the evidence at noon to- 
day, -<md after the noon recess, the 
defense begam to introduce witness- 
es, and placing their side of the case 
before the jury, and the 
special 


judge, Fred C. Cause of Newcastle. 


The defense started with practi- 


cally the same kind o'-f evidence as 
tised in the Oiquor law violation case, 
attempting lo disprove the theory of 
a .sale of liquor by Clevenger to 
FriteJi, maintaining an alibi at the, 
thne of the alleged transaction. 


A plea of general denial is ex- 


pected to be the testimony of the de- 
fendant on his t-harge of inducing: 
and commanding the state's witness, 
Fritch, to testify falsely at the for- 
mer trial. It is expecled that he will 
deny all of the charges made by the 
state, in which they maintain that 
he left $50 at the Fritr-h home to 
ha.ve the witness change his testi- 
mony, and several other things whic.li 
the state has attemped to prove 
were done at the command of the 
defense. ' 


The state is believed to have cov- 


ered their ground thoroughly in the 
«ase, after having had many wit- 
nesses on the stand, many of whom , 
gave 'practically the same testimony 
as in the liquor violation eases. 


The defense had possibly ten wit- 


nesses summoned this 
afternoon, 


and there was a possibility of all of 
the evidence being •completed today, 
but. most of Thursday morning will 
be taken up with the arguments of 
the attorneys. 


Mnny witnesses were used by the 


state Tuesday afternoon, when they 
attempted to show the jury that the 
defendant had been guilty of using 
his influence in preventing Friteh 
from appearing a.s a witness in the 
second trial of the liquor law viola- 
tion law case, in which Clevenger 
was found guilty. 


W. E. Sparks, -prosecutor df Fay- 


ette county, Connersville, appeared 
as a witness and stated that- in De- 
cember last year, Clevenger came to 
him in company with Mae Stevens, 
also of Connersville, -and secured a 
warrant for the arrest of Fritch on 
a larceny charge in connection with 
the theft of a ring, which was al- 
leged to have belonged to Mrs. Stev- 
ens. 


The Fayette county prosecutor 


stated that Clevenger was anxious to 
Slave Frilch arrested -at onr-e, and 
told the prosecutor that Fritch had 
got him in trouble at Rnshville. The 
officer stated that the police chief 
of Connersville came over to arrest, 
Fritch, but the arrest was not made, 
mud the case "died'' for lack rff 
prosecution. 


Mrs. Stevens stated that one. day 


in December, Fred Clevenger, the de- 
fendant, came to her house at Con- 
nersville and staled that he could 
produce 4 or 5 witnesses who had 
seen a pawn ticket in Friteh's hands, 
that called for a diamond ring, and 
she went with him to 
the pros- 


ecutorV office to have ft charge pre- 
ferred. She said that Clevenger told 
her th-at she would not have to go to 
nnv expemse in the case. 


Mrs. Stevens on cross examination 


stated that her rin-r was stolen a 
year ago, and that at the time Fritc.li 
was a boarder in her house, and 
tiidt she had suspicioned him, but 
he had always dfrnied the theft. 


Homer^ Smalley of Indianapolis, 


a former operative for the Webster 
detective agency at 
Indianapolis, 


also appeared as ia witness for the 
state and recognized Clevensrcr as 
the person who had hired him to. 
•"plant" liquor in the Friteh home 
in Indianapolis and then summon 
the, police for a raid. Smalley' also 
•was arrested and .has a. ease pend-

Walking, out of 
Los Angeles county jail "under the 
nose of the guard" she escaped to 
Mexico, joined -Carson and was 
captured by Mexican rebels,1 liberat- 
ed, hid in a wild volcanic region, and 
'anally started for Honduras'with a 
fund of ,$80,000, while a steamer 
loaded witli munitions followed her" 
down the coast. But .the;, plot by

States sets this pre- 
cedent, Americans will either/have to 
get out iff "China or' be constantly 
subject to kidnapping by bandits, 
the president -has been told. 


• Harding alsoi has been .informed 
by this -adviser-that military inter- 
vention would be a tremendous task 
Ukely to involve this 
government 


very deeply. No fewer than 35,000 
troops would be of any use -and even 
then it would be next to" impossible 
to run down the bandits in the deso- 
late mountainous country they in- 
habit' 


Harding 
is tremendously 
con- 


cerned. He with other officials here 
has a sense of helplessness against 
China's inertia. He has tried to find 
some snort, cut some way to cut the 
knot -but none has appeared. While 
his immediate concern is 
over the 


fate of the Americans, now held and 
threatened with death by the bri- 
gands, he feels that "the Chinese 
problem" is rapidly, coming to a. 
point where its solution 
must he 


found if the world peace is not to 
be menaced.
